Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6-10 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: New independent 
claim 6 includes mobile phone having camera lens that transmits pictures, an embedding base 
removably connected to mobile phone, an illuminating device producing an illumination in 
photographing direction for camera and switch controlling a battery selectively supplying power 
to at least one lamp. The art of record does not teach an embedding base removably connected to 
the mobile phone; the embedding base having an illumination device that includes a circuit 
coupled to battery charger charging the battery. This combination of limitations is not found or 
taught in the art of record. Claims 7-10 depend from claim 6 and add further limitations. These 
claims are allowable for the same reasons.
